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Repeal Seen 
For Dry Law

Washington—M?)— Asserting th 


Wickersharc. report was "the begin- 
ning of the end" of prohibition, Sen 
ator Wagner, Democrat, New York 
today proposed a plan for repeal o 
the eighteenth amendment, calculat 
ed to prevent return of the saloon. 


The New Yorker, in J. carefullj 


prepared speech to the senate, advo 
cated repeal of 
the prohibitio 


amendment with -concurrent action 
by non-prohibition states "to insur 
the conservation of the one achieve 
ment of national prohibition"—aboli 
tion of the saloon. 


He said his plan, a. brand new pro 


posal for solution of the liquor prob 
lem, would meet every ultimate re 
quirement laid down by the Wicker 
sham commission and would remov 
the law enforcement group's singl 
objection to outright repeal. 


Wagner's speech, coming on th 


heels of a warm debate on prohibi 
tion among Democratic senators, em 
phasized the conflicting vi-sws within 
the party which may come to a heai 
when it attempts to adopt a platforh 
for next year's presidential race. 


"Repeal is the order of the day, 


Wagner said.."It is too late for re 
vision. Public opinion has 'alreadj 
passed that post.. It. is "now headed 
straight for repeal. . . . 


"Repeal Inevitable" 


"I have listened with patience to 


the- repeated assertions upon this 
floor of the doctrine of impossibility 
You tell me repeal is impossible. 
I 


answer you it is^inevitable. You tel 
me_that_ a small minority of the 
states can prevent it. I know thej 
can, but I am sure they will riot. 
. ."The same, succession of events 
the same common sense -which have 
persuaded U.OOO.'OOO "voters that na 
tional prohibition-is a1 mistake "wil 
have their effect on the 'rest" of our

"That, unfortunately, we can not 


expect from our president," he .ad 
ded. "With the report of the Wicker 
sham commission in his hand Mr 
Hoover Jiad a rare opportunity to ex 
ercise his prerogative and lead 
grateful people out of the morass o: 
criminality, corruption, and hypoc 
risy In which we have been boggec 
for 11 years. 


"He has thrown it away. He made 


haste to disown the commission he 
had* himself. so hopefully-created. It 
Is fairly plain, that Irrespective of 
the avenue of approach the president 
used, he did not accurately repor 
the views of the commission in his 
message to the congress." 


Wagner said the WIckersham com 


mission would have recommended 
outright repeal, If it had followed its 
own logic, except for fear of the sa- 
loon's return. 


Assurance that this would not hap- 


pen could be given, he said, by con- 
stitutional amendments In the wet 
states barring that form of liquor 
sale or by other similar methods, he 
outlined. This, .he held, would clear 
the way for outright repeal.

through the skies and lowly owls 
attempting to peck at him. The 
governor did not Interfere -with the 
committee: he could have taken the 
entire investigation Into his 
own 


hands. 


"I suggested to Sen. Goodland 


that we engage a coun.--ol in the pro- 
ceedings but ho said it was abso- 
lutely, unnecessary.

Eugene Clifford (Ju 
neau) and he agreed to the "hcces 
sity for special counsel. As the ma- 
jority ot the committee we requested 
ihe governor to appoint counsel.

No Formal Request 


"I have no knowledge that the 


power of the governor to do this has 
any precedent of any kind," he said. 
".No formal request has been given 
to the governor or the attorney gen- 
eral for the appointment of a spe- 
cial counsel As it stands today the 
governor has deliberately interfered 
with the proceedings ot this commit- 
tee and has tried, to Inject an ele- 
ment that is not warranted by tho 
circumstances. 


The governor of this state was 


unwarranted In attempting to force 
on this committee tho services of 
an attorney. 
I -want to protest 


against the squandering of the peo- 
ple's money for this purpose. I am 
not interested in providing employ- 
ment for any attorney and. certainly 
not for this attorney. In my judg- 
ment this committee Is fully capable 
of conducting this investigation. As 
members of this committee there are 
two men who are practicing attor- 
neys. The committee is determined 
to find out the truth about these 
charges and go to tho bottom of 
them.

Discovery Of Oil In 


Wells At Black Creek 


Brings Hopes Of Wealth 


Black Gold! 
Magic words that 
mean 
untold 


wealth. 


Oil! Oil! 
Bringing "undreamed of riches in 


places where it is least expected. 


Beneath the surface of the grounJ 


in the vicinity of Black Creek these 
thoughts are harbored secretly, by 
farmers who are hoping against 
hope that a wild dream may come 
true. For old John Deprey, who op- 
erates a little store on an acre of 
land on Highway 47, about three 
north of Black Creek in the town of 
Cicero, has discovered oil in his well! 


Mr. Deprey for several months has 


been haulng water from the neigh- 
bors because his two wells have tast- 
ed of oil, and the product looks like 
a light oil. It also smells like oil, it 
burns like oil and it will operate a 
gas engine. 


But is probably is oil from some 


artificia' source which cannot be dis- 
covered. The state geologists say 
that oil in commercial quantities 
does not exist in that vicinity. They 
say that the oil which is pouring 
slowly into Mr. Deprey's wells must 
be from a leaky gas tank in the vic- 
inity. But after a month's investiga- 
tion, Mr. Deprey is ready to swear 
the oil is not leaking from a gas 
tank anywhere within a mile of the 
wells, yet the oil keeps pouring slow- 
ly into the wells. 


Discovered Last Fall 


The oil was first noticed shortly 


before Thanksgiving day, when a 
neighbor woman at the store want- 
ed a glass of water. She complained 
that the liquid tasted of oil. Mr. 
Deprey laughed and then thought 
that perchance someone had spilled 
a drop of oil in the water bucket. So 
he took a clean cup and filled it with 
fresh water from the well. He also 
tasted the oil. 


For a long time Mr. Deprey 


thought that perhaps someone had 
accidently dropped some oil into the 
well. He started hauling water from 
the neighbors, hoping the condition 
would clear up. Instead it became 
worse. Last week Mr. Deprey's son, 
Arnold, dropped a pop bottle into the 
well at the end of a string. He filled 
this with the liquid and brought it 
up. He determined to try to burn the 
stuff in a stove in his father's store. 


A hot fire was burning in the 


stove, and before he cuuld get any 
of the liquid on the fire :t exploded. 
A fire which might have destroyed 
the store and residence was narrow- 
ly averted and the boy, Arnold, was 
badly burned about the left hand. 


, Then the Depreys reall7 became 
excited. They took samples of the 
oil, sent _ one to 
Gus Sell 
county 


agent at-Appleton, who in turn.aent 
it to the. state geology department_at 
Madison for a test. Another was sent 
•to the geology department at Law- 
rence college. 


Neighbors Interested 


Farmers and neighbors began to 


gather daily at the Deprey home to 
see and hear of the discovery. Scores 
of visitors had to be shown that the 
water from the tainted well smelled 
like gasoline. They wanted to watch 
It burn. They-wanted to see how it 
would function in a gas engine. And 
yet they were skeptical. 


Vlt just can't be," they said. "Oil 


is black and thick and sticky when 
it comes from a well. This oil is 
almost-as light as gasoline." 


Then a state man visited Mr. De- 


prey and ordered him to keep the 
well boarded up. A test made by this 
inspector, Mr. Deprey said, showed 
the oil is <•£ 54J gravity, Mr. De- 
prey di not know the name of the 
inspector. The inspector said the 
oil must be leaking into the well 
from some nearby tank. The only 
tanks are those owned by Mr. De- 
prey, three of which are just be- 
neath the surface about GO feet from 
the well. Furthermore the well lies 
uphill from the tanks. Between them 
is the cellar of the Deprey home, 
which is deeper than the well. The 
oil would naturally run into the cel- 
lar if it was leaking from the tanks, 
according to Mr. Deprey. 


So Mr. Deprey had each of his 


tanks filled with gas and sealed. He 
left them for several days, opened 
them, and found that the gas stood 
at exactly the same height as when 
the tanks were sealed. But oil had 
continued to seep slowly into the 
well, although there isn't another 
gas tank within a mile of the De- 
prey place. 


Found in Second Well 


Then Mr. Deprey 
remembered 


there was another old well on the 
other side of his store, which had 
been abandoned for some time. This 
well also was higher than his gas 
tanks and the cellar lay directly be- 
tween- it and the tanks. Here again 
ha found oil seeping into the wa- 
ter. Both wells are homemade. The

Are Slaughtered For Beef Locally Was Supplied For 


Purposes of Local Debate by Gustav A. Sell, 


County Agricultural Agent for Outagamie County 


First, tHere is Karclly any stock raised arounH Appleton for beef purposes. 


iThere are a very few farmers who ship in a few carloads of yearling or two 
year old feeders. After feeding them for some months, ship to the central 
markets. 


Second, local slaughter for beef is a side line to the dairy industry. In other 


words it is mostly cows or heifers, unprofitable to keep for dairy purposes 
that are beefed. 


Third, this doesn't mean that there are all old cows or any large propor- 


tion of cows. Whenever an animal goes off on one or two quarters, becomes 
sterile, has complications following contagious abortion, or has been proven 
by testing for production as being unprofitable, she is beefed. This may hap- 
pen anytime from two years of age on. 
Probably the average age would 


be between five and seven years. 


Fourth, another angle of the situation on the proportion of cattle raised 


for dairy purposes is given in our county statistics. Out of about 56,000 head 
of cattle on Outagamie county farms, over 42,000 are cows and heifers two 
years old, used for'milk. Over one half of the 14,000, maybe more, is un- 
doubtedly dairy heifers under two years of age.

Details of Proposed Lawe, 


S. River-sts Passage 


Are Completed 


Plans for the underground pass- 


age at the intersection of Lawe-st 
and S. River-st, prepared recently by 
the city engineer, are now In the 
hands of the street and bridge com- 
mittee. 


It is estimated that the subway, 


which would effect a division of traf- 
fic at this juncture, would cost ap- 
proximately $20,000. Tentative fig- 
ures submitted by the engineer in- 
clude $2,000 for excavation, 54,000 for 
the bridge, §9,000 for retaining walls, 
?1,500 for lowering the sewer, $1,500 
for incidentals and extras, and $2,000 
for property damage. 


As 
proposed, the 
underground 


passage would be on the east side of 
Lawe-st, while the west side would 
run along the present grade. 
The 


passage would reach the present 
grade at Lawe-st about the middle 
of the block between S. River-st and 
Lmcoln-st. The improvement would 
make it possible to reduce the grade 
of the Lawe-st hill from 16 per cent 
to eight per cent, and permit through 
traffic on S. River-st, a situation now 
impossible because of the inconven- 
ience of stopping traffic at the top of 
the Lawe-st hill. 


The only other possibility of im- 


proving the intersection would be to 
drop the grade at the intersection 
two feet before S. River-st is paved, 
so traffic could still make S. River-st 
from Lawe-st. However, this would 
bring about no separation of traffic 


The county board has appropriated 


$20,000 for the paving of S. River-st 
between Lawe-st and John-st. The

"In some directions we see people

posed to have reached their highest 
development." 


As an example of the "false busi- 


ness philosophy" which he blamed 
for the present economic doldrums, 
Mr. Stephenson cited expansion of 
credit machinery both in the specu- 
lative security markets and In con: 
sumer markets through the instal- 
ment system. 


"A tremendous expansion of- im- 


mediate consumer purchasing power

long as the means is produced to 
pay them with. They have been paid 
by the highly mechanized mass pro- 
duction industries 
on the 
theory 


that since a man was able to pro- 
duce, say, twice as much automobile 
value in a day as formerly, he there- 
fore earned and could be paid much 
higher wages. 
"This would be all very well if all 


lines of productive workers were 
enabled to produce their type of 
wealth at an 
equivalently faster 


rate also. If they do not, there 
comes a time when there is no long- 
er equilibrium of various kinds of 
wealth for a steady interchange." 


Any effort to raise the standard of 


living, Mr. Stephenson said, can be" 
only temporarily successful if it is 
based on inflated consumer credit. 


"It Is merely mass 
borrowing 


from the future and compressing In- 
to the present the.fruits of as yet 
unperformed labor," he declared.'

Repayment Idea

Washington—Gasoline -which has 


}een colored navy blue .or black will 
be taboo for operating automobiles 
in some states, if bills which 
are 


now pending become laws. 


A survey made today showed that 


a number of states provide for a re- 
fund of the gasoline tax in the case 
of fuel which has not been used to 
propel a vehicle over 
the public 


highways. The idea of the tax, they 
contend, is to make the people who 
use the roads pay for them, and if 
the fuel is used in running: a thresh- 
ing- machine, or for cleaning" pur- 
poses, the user should get his mon- 
ey back. 


The difficulty is that the refunds 


are becoming quite heavy. In one -f 
:he western states an automobile as- 
sociation was so unkind as to sug- 
est that much gasoline supposed to 
lave been used in tractors and com- 
Dines was really used to propel mo- 
;or cars over the public highways. 


In order to have 
a convenient 


"double-check" on the situation, the 
lawmakers now propose to sell the 
colored gasoline free of tax, but to 
make its use in operating 
motor 


vehicles over the roads a criminal 
offense. 


Offer Change. 


In one state, which now permits 


no refunds whatever, the bill pro- 
poses a change, with the 
colored 


gasoline as a safeguard. 
The bill 


says: "Any person 
who -shall use 


:olored gasoline or motor fuel for 
the operation of any motor vehicle 
on the public streets or public high- 
ways in this state shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than 
$200 nor more than §500, or by im- 
prisonment in the 
county jail for 


not less than 30 days not more than 
90 days, or by both 
such fine and 


imprisonment." 


On the other hand North Carolina 


which has always 
permitted re- 


funds, proposes to eliminate them 
entirely. "The refund policy has be- 
come far 
reaching- 
in its conse- 


quences. It is already seriously un- 
dermining our 
highway 
revenue, 


with every indication of a continu- 
ing spread," the state tax commis- 
sion said .in its recent report 


"In no other form of, tax levied 


do we recall a refund to everyone 
who -cannot- trace, an equivalent di- 
rect "benefit" for the tax p'ayment," 
the. .North Carolina paper continues. 
In many cases 
gasoline refunds 


are made to, users, who. are the great- 
est direct beneficiaries of our high- 
ways. Highway contractors, 
saw 


mills, laundries, garages, manufac- 
turers, country. clubs, 
and many 


others who receive refunds of gaso- 
line tax are in. fact 
beneficiaries 


from our highways in much greater 
proportion than is represented 
by 


the tax on their gasoline."

introduced in Pennsylvania,

gasoline used to make a road dress- 
ing mixture for the purpose of re- 
pairing the highway was subject to 
tax.

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MILWAUKEE POLICE 


Most citizens have a civic pride 


•which leads them to boast of the vir- 
tues of the town or city in which they 
live. Inefficiency or lack of progres- 
siveness may be stamped indelibly on 


- the record of a civic community as vis- 
itors see it, but the native citizen is 
sometimes blind to the actual situation. 


The present crime situation in many 


sizable towns is a matter of common 
discussion. Citizens may boastfully 
comment on the efficiency of their po- 
lice or other civic departments, but 
too often do the facts belie the case. 
But the citizens of Milwaukee can com- 
mend their department of public safe- 
ty, knowing there is truth in their 
statements. 


There are no gangsters in Milwau- 


kee except those passing through to 
the penitentiary, or headed for the out 
of the way hunting and fishing camps 
of the north. And the answer to a 
gangless Milwaukee is its efficient po- 
lice department. The fact that the 
city has had only two police chiefs in 
the last forty-six years is an indication 
of what the citizens think of its man- 
agement The chief is appointed by 
the mayor, but cannot be removed by 
him. 
He employs his own personnel 


with the result that the precinct police 
official is not subservient to the pre- 
cinct political official. 


It "is a remarkable state of affairs 


that in 1930, in a city of 700,000 popu- 
lation, there were only nine murders,^ 
all of -which were cleared up by the po- 
lice. Mr. William G. Shepherd writ- 
Ing for Collier's Weekly makes the fol- 
lowing statement: "Since 1921 the in- 
surance rate forimrglary and theft has 
increased 10 per cent in Uew York, 
New ^Orleans and'Chicago. It has .in- 
creased 26 per cent in Los Angeles and 
32 per cent in Detroit. In Milwaukee 
the rate has actually been reduced 25 
per cent. 


Milwaukee is not far from Chicago. 


Gangdom of the Chicago type is 
spreading in Kansas City, St. Louis, - 
Gleveland and other cities. But not 
in Milwaukee. It goes to show a law 
abiding community is possible, partic- 
ularly if its citizens insist that it be so, 
and then lay the foundation of a public 
safety department headed by a chief 
who is responsible only to the commu- 
nity, and not dependent for his job on 
the intrigues and schemes of the cur- 
rent political machine. 


Milwaukee and the State of Wis- 


consin may justly feel gratified over 
this situation. The department does 
not have the support of more advan- 
tageous laws than other communities; 
it is simply a question of good police 
work. And criminals and gangsters 
and racketeers know the city is an un- 
profitable place in which to do busi- 
ness. 


STUDENT DRINKING 


According to the raids made by po- 


lice on University of Michigan frater- 
nity houses, undergraduate drinking 
must be almost as prevalent as some 
of the moralists have been insisting. In 
one house, two suitcases of whiskey 
were seized. In another there were 
confiscated 12 quarts and 12 pints; 
in another, 10 quarts, and half a case 
of beer; in another, a suitcase full of 
whiskey; in another, six quarts. Such 
supplies would not accumulate unless 
there was more than a little drinking 
going- on. The revelation is one of the 
most surprising to come from an Amer- 
ican campus in years. 


Prosecution under the -drastic state 


prohibition law of the 84 students ar- 
rested in the raids is under considera- 
tion by Michigan authorities. The so- 
called Cuthbertsoa act provides a fine 
of $2,000 and two years imprisonment 
for first offenders convicted of pos- 
sessing liquor and double that penalty 
for those convicted o£ selling at. Tlje 
students are technically guilty of pos- 
session. University of Michigan offi- 
cials have closed the five houses, val- 
ued at $550,000, for the next seven 
months and ordered the students liv- 
ing in them to find quarters elsewhere. 
The fraternities also have been put on 
probation for a year. "We believe this 
Is sufficient £umshmentt and 
the 


charges against the students should be 
dropped. After all, they arc not crim- 
inals, but college students, some of 
them not even being of age, and sub- 
ject to university discipline. 


The students can blame no one buv 


themselves for the padlocking of the 
fraternity houses, but the university 
officials are not entirely blameless in 
the matter. Had they been alert to 
their responsibility what little drinking 
there was at the start would have been 
nipped in the bud and the police raids 
would not have been necessary. The 
dean or any member of the faculty 
could have gone into the houses at any 
time. They should have known the li- 
quor was there and that "wild par- 
ties," whicfy disturbed the neighbors, 
were going on, and taken immediate 
disciplinary action. But apparently 
there was complete indifference as-to 
what the students did and the Ann Ar- 
bor police had to'act. There is no ex- 
cuse for such laxity on the part of the 
faculty and the-members of it, as well- 
as-the students, should be censured for 
this regrettable affair. ' 


FOND OF THEIR SCHOOL 
It is a little hard to believe that 


there are any school children, any- 
where, who would not rejoice when 
their schoolhouse burned down. Yet 
so reputable a magazine as The Nation 
assures us that this. was. the case re- 
cently when the Hessian Hflls school, 
at 
Croton-on-Hudson,-- New York, 


burned down. If The Nation, says so, 
it must be true. ' But it is a bit of a 
shock. 


Indeed, these children not only failed 


to.rejoice at the burning of their 
schoolhouse; they flocked around and 
offered to help rebuild it. They offered 
their pennies and nickels to -the build- 
ing fund. Groups of them pledged their 
allowances. In every way they showed 
that they actually wanted the school 
reopened as-speedily as possible. 


This seems to us to be as good a 


recommendation as could possibly be 
.obtained for the-teachers at this school; 
and while we know-nothing whatever 
about'the place, we would dike to hear 
more. A school that can make chil- 
dren go to their'classes with joyous 
zest would be worth studying. 


Yet, when you stop.to think about 


it, the wonder is that^ all" schools are 
not like that. - Surely-*thej-sch6ol au- 
thorities have everything in .their- fa- 
vor as far as the raw material is con- 
cerned. The youngster who trudges 
off to school for the first time begins 
Ms journey with high hopes.- He is 
eager to go. School is ~going to 
be fine 
stuff. He presents him- 


self, wide-eyed-and expectant, ready to 
drink in the marvels that are to be pre- 
sented to him. Remember how it was? 


On top.of that, every child has an 


overwhelming thirst for information— 
any and all kinds of it. There are many, 
many things in this world about which 
he knoAvs nothing, and most of them 
are fascinating. It is the job of the 
school teacher to feed him this infor- 
mation; and,'considering the appetite 
the average youngster takes to school 
with him, the job ought to be easy. 


But somehow it isn't. Somewhere 


along the line there is a slip-up. The 
child is not long in discovering that 
school work is chiefly drudgery. If the 
school and the child are both normal—• 
representative, that is, of the great 
average—the child soon entertains a 
lively hatred for the place, and wants 
nothing so much as to be everlasting- 
ly free from it. 


Part of this, probably, is due to the 


fact that learning anything has its dull 
moments. To play the violin, for in- 
stance, is very gratifying; but before 
one can produce anything that even ap- 
proximates pleasing music one must 
spend long hours at the most unin- 
spiring sort of study and practice. The 
preliminary steps are bound to be more 
or less discomfiting. 


But is that all of it? Shouldn't it 


be possible for the school to be fas- 
cinating and enjo3Table? 
This little 


story from the banks of the Hudson 
makes it seem so, at 3113- rate.

congress Jn the past. The sales tax 
Is often mentioned and It Is known 
that the treasury -was deeply disap- 
pointed when the sales tax on au- 
tomobiles was removed. Any addi- 
tional taxes on automobiles would 
be resisted by the industry at this 
time, yet there are people who be- 
lieve that indirect forms of taxation 
are less felt and lead to less com- 
plications than direct taxation. 


Attitude On Taxes 


"When it comes to tax rates, how- 


ever, a considerable sentiment ex- 
ists in favor of higher corporation 
taxes as well as more taxes on the 
higher income brackets. While the 
excess profits tax was very unpopu- 
lar with business and the treasury 
would oppose any rise in the sched- 
ule of rates for the higher incomes, 
nevertheless the radical group has 
insisted from the start of the agita- 
tion for veterans' 
legislation that 


the treasury was afraid of the tax 
increases that might become inevit- 
able with respect to higher incomes. 


"With the prospect of a half billion, 


dollar deficit in the current fiscal 
year as announced by treasury offi- 
cials and a presidential 
campaign,

able Under Present

-; The return on the property invest- 
-" ment of American railroads last year 
'- was 3-3 per cent. In December it 
. -was 2.5 per cent. Under the trans- 


portation act which was formulated 
10 years ago, the carriers. were al- 
lowed- to earn on then- property in- 
vestment 51 per cent. Except for 
the period directly following 
the 


^ -war, the results in 1930 were the 


'•: most unfavorable in any year of 


operation under the present rate sit- 


> uation. 


These figures are 
contained In 


the report Monday of the bureau of 


. railway economics, which has an- 
alyzed the consequences of the 1930 
depression on railroad receipts. One 


' of the striking features of .this sur- 
" vey has to do with passenger earn- 
/. ings. These have been 
dropping- 


• steadily for a decade but at 
one 


time in 1929 appeared to have reach- 
ed the point of stabilization. How- 
ever, "last year they fell to the small- 
est total since 1906. It is the ef- 
fort of the railroads to get back some 
:- of the business that they have been 
, losing to the bus lines and to pri- 
. vate automobiles that has led to the 


reduction in rates of so-called second 
class .fares to 2 cents a mile, with 
even greater concessions given to 
encourage long distance travel.

Compared 
with the average decrease in oper- 
ating income of about 30 per cent 
for- the 12 months for all roads 
there was a loss in the month of 
December of 31.3 per cent, indicat-

• road industry with respect 'to earn- 


ings has' been duplicated by many 


• of the- industrial groups. This fact 


was brought out Monday in a com- 
pilation by Moody's investors ser- 
vice which shows a decrease in earn- 
ings of nearly 36 per cent in a group 
of industrials comprising 375 com- 
panies.

Public utilities are In a class by

A group of 95 light, power, gas and 
traction companies showed a gain 
last year of about 2 per cent over 
1929 while a slightly larger body of 
telephone and telegraph companies 
had a loss of a little over 2 per cent. 
These figures will be somewhat less

"Automobile manufac- 
turers can use it to take out the 
vibrations from automobiles that 
tire you and leave those that are 
restful. 


"It can be used to determine the 


comparative fatiguing or relaxation 
values of jazz and classical music. 
One of the things it has already un- 


covered tor us is that Absolute si- 
lence is tiling. 


"It has revealed the effect of ago 


on fatigue. It has found we tire 
the least at the ages of 10 and 11, 
when the muscles are fairly well de- 
veloped and the mind has done but 
little worrying.lt has also discovered 
that women have more poise than 
men." 


The "wobble" meter consists of a 


low platform which teeter-totters in 
two directloi.j—sldewise and from 
front to back. When you stand on it, 
you continually shift your weight 
from one leg to the other, swaying 
the body. The more tired you are 
the more rapidly you sway.
